' ORANGES THAT WON'T RIDE 
T IS reasonable to assert that in the near future a large percentage of the 
California navel will not he shipped out of the state in the manner exist­ 
ing at the present time. The winter orange is not a good enough keeper 
to make it profitable in the late months of the season. The greatest boon 
"that could be given to the Industry.by the scientific investigators, state andj 
federal, would be a practical orange-juice product, or a preserved product of 
some kind that will utilize the soft, tree-ripe oranges, especially after the mid­ 
dle of March. We, of course, know that these investigations, especially in the 
federal department, report encouraging progress, but this newspaper suggests 
that the state of California could well afford to appropriate a million or two 
million dollars toward this research, if in the end a practical, selling by-product 
were evolved... If this is not done, the California Washington navel orange is 
not going to be a profitable crop. 


It is just as well to face the fact that 50 per cent of the navel crop after 
the middle of March is in a condition that does not allow it to carry well. For 
twenty years we have seen this condition each year—heavy percentages of 
decay begin to be reported after tbe middle of March. The navel is tree-ripe 
and ready to fall at the time that the blossoming begins. The added burden of 
blossoming causes the tree to release the fruit. It is ripe, and Nature is done 
with it. 


If the time comes when we can sort the fruit down to the very finest, 
firmest and unquestionably marketable portion of the navel crop, there will not 
be much doubt about getting a profit out of it. But the Industry cannot be main­ 
tained in this /fashion unless the soft and over-ripe fruit is made into a market­ 
able by-product. 
And if the state spends money enough, some genius will work 
out a practical system.

the "calf story."

There are two New England calf stories. One of them is in verse, by Sam 
Walter Foss, who claimed In his narrative it was a wobbly-legged cal# wander 
ing over the pasture, afterwards the site for tho city of Boston, that establish­ 
ed forever the crooked thoroughfares of that city. 


The other calf story was originated by Guild when he was running for 
governor oh the Republican tlckot.

LEST WE FORGET

The large gathering of orange growers at the meeting on Thursday ev­ 
ening in the Covlna Union high school building, demonstrated 
conclusively 
that the question under discussion, "What is the Matter With the Present 
Marketing Methods of the Orange and Lomon?" was of interest to the peo 
pie. The speakers were mon of two distinct classes, viz: those who had thou 
sands and even hundreds of thousands of dollars invested in the industry 
and vitally Interested that the growors should roceive at leas}; a living pro 
fit, and those whoso only desire was to destroy existing markoting methods 
so that they themselves might break in and have an opportunity to gamble 
on the orange market at the grower's expense. 


Thoso of our growors who, like the writer, have lived here in this val 
ley for the past twenty and twenty-five years, can remember when at cer­ 
tain seasons of the year, buyers in this valley for oranges f.o.b. California 
were as plentiful as blackbirds; that our livery barns were taxed to their ut 
most capacity to provido rigs for these enterprising gentlemen who were in 
the field from early in tho morning to lato In the evening trying to convince 
the grower that their firm was the only one to which thoy should sell their 
fruit f.o.b. California. 
After all the orchards in the valley had been contract 
ed, theso gentlemon disappeared until tho shipping season arrived. 
Then it 
was the same old story. 
With strong markets and prices ruling high in the 
East, the fruit was moved rapidly and tho shipper reaped the handsome pro­ 
fit. On the other hand, with a weak and declining market, tho buyer would 
find one excuse after another why the fruit should not be picked, and in! 
many cases the growers would lose two thirds of his crop by drop, the shipper 
would make a profit on the remnant, and the grower would pocket his loss on 
the whole. 


These were the conditions that existed during the nlnetios, and In re­ 
viewing the past, we only know of one grower In the entire valley who was 
successful In compelling a buyer to live up to the letter of his 
contract 
when the market was in a weak and declining condition. 
That man was J. H. 
*AdamB, whoso grove extends from Third street to the west city limits. We 
offer this reminiscence as a thought o the grower, as we noticed many faces 
familiar In tbe shipping business for tho past twenty years on the side lines 
at the meeting on Thursday evening. 


Mr. Randolph of the Randolph Fruit Company, a successful and sub­ 
stantial shipper, was present at the meeting but did not take tho platform. 
In speaking to the writer, he said, "There is something wrong with present 
conditions. I do not feel quallflod to tell tho grower how to remedy the trou 
ble. I do. however, believe that the industry can be placed on a firm and 
staple basis if the Exchango and all private shippers will cooperate in tho 
REGULATION OF SHIPMENTS AS TO QUANTITY AND DESTINATION. 
To that extent we can all cooperate to the mutual advantage of ourselves and 
the growers."

Orange Day*was certainly the cheap­ 
est advertising the industry ever re­ 
ceived. The above simply refers to the 
reports of some of our agents, and the 
advertising done by the fruit 
people

The pap­ 
ers generally ran news items furnished 
by the railroads and by Lord & Thorn 
as, our advertising agents, the latter, 
of course, featuring Sunkist and the 
Exchange. 
The Hearst papers featur 
ed California Orange

on

front pages in the Eastern cities. The 
Exchange was in position to cash in on 
this publicity in connection with our

"Regarding Orange Day 
and 
our 
special advertising as referred to in 
your circular lotter of the 22nd ult., we 
beg to state that the whole proposition 
was an unqualified success from 
start 
to 
finish. It was in fact the first Or­ 
ange Day that has receivod any consid 
erable amount of attention in this city 
at the hands of both the retailer and 
the jobber. 
A number of the leading 
grocers, such at the Acker Merrall & 
Condit Company, were particularly ac 
tive, going so far as to feature. Sun 
kist in their ads and holding special 
sales. 
In fact, special sales were tho 
order of the day with most retailors 
and the same applies to displays; there 
being some very attractive windows in 
various sections of the city, 
Califor­ 
nia has never received such cooperation 
from the press, the retailers and tho 
jobbing trade. The results may not be 
apparent to you but they are clearly in 
evidence at this end of the line. 
The 
publicity given' to Orange Day created 
a demand which b | are feeling io this 
day. 
Prior to Orange Day the market 
was 
erratic, 
and at 
times 
draggy. 
There was no life to the game, stock 
was accumulating in 
jobbers' 
hands 
and they wero not inclined to increase 
their holdings.

and this afforded tho jobbers an op­ 
portunity to reduce their holdings. This 
fact, however, did not muterially im 
prove our results in tho sales room as 
receipts continued liberal.

H E annual meeting of La Puonte 
Walnut 
Growers' 
Association 
was held Tuesday afternoon at 
the packing house 
in 
Puente, 
with 1800 acres out of a possible 2400 
represented in person and by proxy. 
Reports from the officers of the asso­ 
ciation show that the organization will 
be strengthened by an increased acre­ 
age ' this year, and that tho crop, if 
unforseen contingencies do not arise, 
will be 50 per cent larger than last 
year, owing to the rapid growth of this 
district of young trees. 
No walnut 
association in California is in better 
condition. 


An address delivered by Ralph Mc- 
Nees of Whittier, president 
of 
the 
Whittier association and vice-president 
of the central body known as the Cali­ 
fornia Walnut 
Growers' 
Association, 
was a plea to growers to work always 
toward the end of raising the best qual­ 
ity, and he laid especial stress on this 
point, as he said that tho reputation 
of California for good nuts, if built up 
in the early years of 
the 
industry, 
would go far to establish the industry 
in Confidence for all time. He told the 
growers that the officials of the pack 
ing house could do little toward this 
end except to. constantly keep tho sen­ 
timent before the minds of the grow­ 
ers. 
The success of the industry re 
mained almost wholly* with tho owners 
of the walnut ranches. 
He gave a 
splendid tribute to the Puente walnut 
section, Btating unqualifiedly that 
it 
iWa8 the best walnut-growing 
district^ 
in the state arid therefore in tho world. 
This was due to 
several 
causes—tho 
peculiarly adapted soil of the valley, 
the higher class of walnut grower that 
has been attracted to the valley, and 
lastly, the selected stock of orchards, 
budded and otherwise, which has been 
planted after a study of conditions in 
other ports of the state. 
In 
other 
words, being a new district, it has pro 
fited by the mistakes and the successes 
of other districts. 
Manager Thorpe Speaks 


Manager Carlisle Thorpe of tho Cal­ 
ifornia Walnut 
Growers' 
Association 
also gave a taUt on the general condi­ 
tions and the outlopk for the year. Ho 
coincided with the first speaker in his 
statement that tho Puente valley now 
had the finest district in the state, and 
said that it was easy to predict that, 
when the trees wero -older, tho .pocking 
industry at Puente would bo the larg­ 
est in the state and in tho world. 


Secretary Robert H. Neelcy of tho 
Puente association read his annual ro- 
port, in which he showed that tho as­ 
sociation had handled a total of 740,- 


775 pounds of nuts in the past year, or 
vcrj' nearly forty carloads, not count­ 
i n g ' a number of carloads packed and 
cleaned for other districts. 
His report 
pointed out that because of revolution­ 
izing the methods of selling during the 
past year, the growers had received 
more money and had operated 
their 
business at one-half the cost of other 
years. 
Formerly the Puente 
growers 
sold to brokers, but went into tho as 
sociation last year, which has selling 
agents in every part of tho United 
States on salary for tho association. 
The new method of selling caused a 
saving of $50,000 for tho industry of 
the state. 
Where it used to cost 6 per 
cent to market tho nuts, it now costs 
J| per cent. The local association would 
have spent $8000 for marketing this 
year if tho work had been dono under 
the old system, while tho cost under 
the new system was $3700. 


Secretary Neeley's 
report 
showed 
that the nuts had brought the growers 
$120,000 in the past year. 
Estimates 
made by growers and packers concern­ 
ing the coming crop places it at about 
60 carloads, or a 40 per cent increase.
